Though 
slight of build, the loupcervier is long 
legged, and when he faces a man, 
his eye» glaring yellow, his gray 
fur sticking out in all directions, his 
tasseled ear>, upright, witli the ugly 
grin tliat shows bis long teeth, be 
isn't the tort of creature that one 
would like to take up and fondle. 
If the mail approach him, he will 
spit and snarl as if about to put up 
a great fight, arsd it is only at tho 
last mom<:iiC that ho will give ground 
and leap :iw»y 
Even then he goos 


no farther than he has to, some- 
times darting up a tree or to the top 
of a high rock, where, ensconced on 
tho defensive, the temptation is 
not great to follow him. In that 
case, if the man have a gun, of 
course the affair is quickly Fettled, 
but otherwise the loupcervier usual- 
ly holds the fort. 


•'To the smaller animals on which 


Lo |>icjs the loupcervier is a terror. 
He is quieter than chain lightning 
greased and is all over the woods 
at once. On the ground he skir- 
mishes for rabbits and grouse, and in 
the trees he captures birds and 
equirrels, and, more frequently, the 
young in their nests. He is a dead- 
ly enemy to fawns left in hiding by 
their mothers when they go away 
t^iKiwse for a dinner. Sometimes, 
when pressed by hunger, be will at- 
tack a doe, dropping on her back 
from the limb of u tree beneath 
which sho passes, but the results of 
tho experiment do not always en- 
courage him to repeat it, for it im- 
plies an experience in bareback rid- 
ing that knocks broncho breaking 
into the shade. But in winter, when 
the crust formed on the deep snow 
will bear tip the loupcervier, he, 
banded with several of his kind, 
will successfully hunt the deer, 
which wallow hampered 
in the 


enow. William Oakes, a land sur- 
veyor in Maine, once came upon, a 
deer which had been pursued and 
killed by three loupcerviers. They 
had driven the animal into the top 
of a fallen tree, where, entangled 
among the branches, it was an easy 
victim. 


'' The loupeervier.ae I have already 


implied, is not a cautious animal, 
and he is less difficult to trap than 
most other animals of the feline 
kind. Fast in a trap, he will put up 
his back and spit and hiss at the ap- 
proach of his captor, but he is easily 
killed with the blow of a club oa the 
head 
He is not so tenacious of life 


as the wildcat, and a resolute dog 
that is game to face his teeth and 
claws for the first brief round wjll 
make short work of him. But for 
any dog not a thoroughbred the first 
round is all tufficifnt, his sole con- 
cern thereafter being a convenient 
line of retreat. 


"A man firing at a loupcervier in 


a tree wants to .stand well away, for 
if he venture within reach of his 
spring, with the report of his gun 
ho may find the creature landed 
upon him, clawing at his face, and 
' even if ho wins, he >\ ill lip $pt to 
carry souv eiiirs of the encounter in 
tho shape of bites nnd scratches for 
many a day. 


"With all their savage pugnacity, 


loupcerviors are sociable, playful 
creatures—among tlieiusslves—and 
often have been observed on moon- 
light nights in open spaces of the 
forest or on the ice of lakes, frol- 
icking in groups, like kittens."— 
Ne%v York Sun.

A 100 ton ice plant waa recently 


shipped by the Frick Company, of 
Wajneaboro, Pa, to Johannesburg, 
South Africa, at a cost of IS.OOO for 
freight. 


There has been an unusually good 


demand for butter for export to En- 
glish markets, and this week's ship- 
ments from New York are estimated 
a» about 1,100 packages. The exports 
from the same port io January were 
46.500 packages, against 33,700 in 
January, 1896, and 3.420 packages in 
1395 


The Bombay Grain Trading Com- 


pany has ordered about 3,600 tons of 
corn in California for delivery during 
the current month. The grain can 
be laid down in Bombay, it is added, 
at 28 rupees per candy, as compared 
with 56 rupees per candy, the price of 
Indian wheat in that market, and 
efforts to promote a taste for corn 
meal among the natives of India are 
reported to have met with unexpect- 
ed success. 


A prominent Hew York exporter to 


Columbia has been asked by parties 
in that market for catalogues, and 
particulars relating to stone cutting 
machinery, and machinery for mak- 
ing bricks, and another firm in the 
same city, engaged in the export 
trade to Mexico, has jast closed a con- 
tract for the delivery of $30,000 
worth of mining machinery in that 
country.

Marketing, too, is ordinari- 
ly a ready matter, altliungh it has not 
been so at fair prices for the past two 
years. A southern crop of the Irish po- 
tato must bo harvested early iu the sum- 
mer uud at that time it is a local drug, 
whereas, the sweet potato grows and 
thrives! through tho Ions southern, sum- 
mer and is harvested late in the fall, 
finding u market iu the south to the ex- 
clusion of northern grown sweet pota- 
toes, even if they existed. 


There ia iu tho south a growing tend- 


ency, however, to pay more attention 
to Irish potatoes, due, in large part, to 
tho discovery of the possibilities of a 
second or summer crop. Far the com- 
paratively few people who grow pota- 
toes ia the north from second crop seed, 
the south is of necessity the source of 
eeed supply, and the demand for it is 
increasing. On tho other hand, the north 
ia very largely tho source of supply for 
first crop seed. 


In this connection it is of interest to 


know that powdered sulphur has been 
used with good effect ,i'or potato scab. 
As reported ia The Rural Xew Yorker, 
experiments lead to the opinion that the 
most profitable amount to uso is about 
300 pounds per acre. The freshly cut 
seed may he rolled in the sulphur, and 
the rest sprinkled in the opf-u row. If 
fertilizer be added in the row, the sul- 
phur may he added at the saino time. 
The point is to get the sulphur evenly 
scattered through that portion of the 
soil where the new potatoes are to form. 
Experiments show that no harm comes 
to the cut seed when sulphur is placed 
in contact witli it, provided that young, 
tender sprouts are not already formed. 
Sweet potato growers are using sulphur 
to check the soil rot, and the fungicide 
is scattered in the open row with a fer- 
tilizer drill before the plants are set. It 
may be said that the experiments show 
that the good effects of tho sulphur hold 
over in the soil, and the second crop of 
potatoes is as clean as the first, 


Special Fertilizer*.. 


Concerning special fertilizers The 


Orange Jndd Farmer says: 


These differ from ordinary brands 


usually by having a larger quantity of 
the elements of plant food and in a 
form vrhich experience lias shown to be 
best adapted to the crop. Special potato 
fertilizers contain two or three tiroes »» 
muoh potash as ordinary superphos- 
phates, and iit many of them sulphate 
of potash, only is used, as this form gen- 
erally gives better results on potatoes 
than does muriate of potash. AVe would 
never think of knowingly uiiing the: lr,t- 
ter form of potash on cigar leaf tobacco. 
The special fertilizer is therefore a high 
grade compound as contrasted with low- 
er grade goods. Sometimes misleading 
names are used, however. But a straight 
high grade or t-pw.ial fertilizer usually 
gives more actual plant food for a dol- 
lar than low grade goods, and for that 
reason it is preferred by many of the 
most experienced farmers in the use of 
fertilizers.

Wo have been 
very carelesK in tho past in regard to 
the" proper treatment of grass lands aad 
must improve ia the future if we dtsiro 
the heavy crops possible. 


It is well to sow large quantities of 


gr.iss JM^CK! — two or thru*) times the usual 
amount. In seeding the field should be 
crossed both ways if possible-, so as to 
insure entiro absence of skips or breaks 
iu the evenness of tl*o young sward. It 
is probably best, although we have not 
fully demonstrated the fact, to sow 
grass and clover seeil very early in the 
springtime. Our returns for the past 
year and those of some of our student 
corre-poudcuts show the beneficial ef- 
fects of very early seeding. 


A mutter of great importance is that 


of checking tho weeds. There beiug no 
grain crop to check their growth, weeds 
luxuriate amiizingly in the young seed- 
ing of grilles :uid clovers. When the 
weeds reach a height of 6 inches, the 
mower should t» put into the field with 
the cutter bar set about -1 inches high. 
It is very light, rapid work trimming 
oif the weeds, and the field is then most 
attractive iu its ev»;n carpet of green. 
The young grass and clover plants are 
hurt far less by this mowing than arc 
tho weeds, and their leaves, shooting 
np, overtop the woods, and hiding the:u 
frora tho sun choki: them down. Some- 
times tho -mowing of the weeds must 
1« repeated.

Without a doubt wo have here Uio 


most fiivorable location for the growing 
of pineapples to be found in Florida 
VTo have learned from seven years' ac- 
tual test that our plants grow rnpidly 
and produce large frair.

larger than thf- same varieties grown in 
other locations. Our plant* fruit young, 
•which I attribute to tho warmth of oar 
deep, sandy soil. There seems to be a 
continuous growth of tho plant, owing 
to its never beiiig checked by the cold 
in winter. We discover that in place oi' 
onr getting ono crop of frnit in the year 
wo get two full crops, and that our f;ill 
and winter crop is much more dosiraWr. 
:uid commands the bntti-r price of the 
two. 
The winter fruiting v.-n .ittrib\te 


to the wjirmth of tho dwip soil. 


Starttue Karlj Plnnto. 


A good way to start early plants is to 


sow th<; seed in boxes nsaile. of light 
wood and subject them as nearly as pos- 
sible to the same conditions of light 
tcraporaturc and moisture, as acquired 
in the open air. Cucumber and musk- 
melon plants nsu.st have, when small, a 
uniformly high temperature. Tho tem- 
perature, in which cabbage and tomato 
plants are usually grown will not do 
for them. Instead of planting the seeds 
iu boxes, mauy gardeners prefer to plant 
ou square pieces of sod, but this is 
largely a matter of convenience. It is 
important that the growth of tho plants 
should not bo suddenly checked :\t any 
time, but particularly when they aw 
transplanted to the fiold. To prevent 
this Rural Now Yorker suggests a 
form of wooden box made for tho pur- 
pose, with it piece of glass in the top 
placed over each hill for u few daya un 
til the plants got started. 


Cabbage and tomato seeds nro usually 


sown in drills and the plants pricked 
out into shallow boxes when largi 
enough to handle. Occasionally tomato 
plants are transplanted a second time 
into tin cans or other receptacles, 
that their roots will not lx> disturbed 
v,-hen they tire finally set in the- fluid. 


Onitm Culture.

hundred poumls of bone meal per acre 
being suggested for thiH purpose. AmtT- 
icaa varieties are best, adapted to most 
parts of tho Unitixl Suites, and tho fol- 
lowing havn proved most successful:. 
Duuvers, Extra Early Bed, Egyptian, 
Red Globe, Yellow Globe, Potato On- 
ion, Shallots, Silver Skin, WcthorsfitJd, 
White Globo and Yellow Strasborg. 
Pmetaker is the mast desirable of tht; 
foreign varieties. Starting thu seed un- 
der glass and transplanting the young 
plants later to the field is rccomineud- 
otL Storing tho iaop ia dry, cool apart- 
ments is preferred.

Men who 
drink too much and too frequently 
aro said to suffer from "hitting tho 
bottle."' At first it was said of the 
opium smokers that they "hit" the 
pipe—as all pipe smokers do, to 
cleanse tbe instrument—so that hit- 
ting anything has come to signify 
an abuse of the habit with, which the 
article thus "hit" is intimately con- 
nected. 


It is a humorous conceit that led 


to the saying, applied to all who are 
dull or obtuse, "He lias a fog in his 
head."

"get rich in it walk" or to win a 
boat race "in a walk. ' That is an 
e^prehsion borrowed from the turf, 
which has also lent to New York 
the word "ringer."' perhaps the 
most difficult to explain of all the 
local slang terms, and yet, like all 
slang, most cone; -e and expressive 
to all who inc,ko UbC of it. A "riug- 
er," in slang, is any thing that looks 
like what it is not; FO that if a per- 
son is thought To closely rcir-ernble 
G rover Cleveland, he is spoken of 
as "a ringer on the president'" or if 
he wears a brilliant bit of glass it 
is said to be "a dead ringer on ;v dia- 
mond." "Dead'" signifies the ut- 
most, the veriest, that which is ab- 
solute.—Harper's Weekly.

There 
was a fat pot to fight for, so I came 
in and, discarding the small cards, 
asked for a draw of three, at the 
same time turning my ace and king 
up on tho table so all the players 
could see them. The draw gave mo 
the queen, jack and ten of clubs, 
making a royal flush. There was a 
number of strong hands out against 
it, including one set of fours and a 
full. 


"Everybody, of course, played me 


for holding an ordinary flush or a 
straight and thought I was burning 
up my money when I kept meeting 
all raises. 1 was too foxy to do any 
of the tilting myself.

In an interview with a Toledo 


Blade reporter, attorney J. M. Brown, 
o? Toledo, said: 


"Daring the present term of the 


United States Court I have repre- 
sented the defendant in two import- 
ant criminal trials. The first was 
that of tbe United States vs. James 
Willey, charged with having in his 
possession forged coins of the United 
States, with Intent 10 pass the same, 
and also wltb having passed them. 
There was no doubt about the de- 
fendant having been In possession of 
the forged coins, or of his having 
parted with them, bat be had ob- 
tained them from a 'nickel-in-tbe-slot 
machine.' a gambling device, and bad 
placed them in a like gambling ma* 
chine, and as tbe crime consists of 
passing them with intent to defraud 
somebody, I insisted before tbe court 
and the jury that, as he had placed 
them in a gambling machine, there 
could be no legal transfer of title, 
and hence no legal intent to defraud. 
The court took a different view, and 
charged the jury from its stand point, 
leaving me nothing but the naked in- 
tent of the prisoner to stand sipon. 
The jury went out, and after long 
deliberation, I was notified to go to 
the court room, as the jury were ready 
to render a verdict. As I went 
I discovered In the melting snow on 
the sidewalk a bright ten-cent piece 
with the face of liberty looking up- 
ward. I had just overtaken a lady 
whom I knew, and as I pic ted up tbe 
coin I handed it to her and she re- 
marked, '16 is a sign of good luck.' 
I went to the court room, where tbe 
jury declared the defendant 
'no 


ilby,' to his boundless joy. 
"My next case was that of tbe 


United States vs. Charles M. Hughes, 
cashier of the First national Bank, 
of Lima, charged with sixteen differ- 
ent offenses against tha gUnlted 
States banking acts. Tbe triai lasted 
nearly two weeks. I had been bsfore 
the jury in argument for twelve 
hour!", when Sunday intervened, and 
I had about two hours of argument 
yet, to make. The case was full of 
difficulty, doubt and concern. While 
on my way home from church Sun- 
day morning, with my mind more 
on the interests of my client than 
on the sermon I had heard, 1 discov- 
ered on the sidewalk in the edge of 
the melting snow, another bright ten 
cent piece with the face of liberty 
upward. I picked It up, took it 
home, gave it to the first lady I met, 
and to!d her I had found it wltb the 
face of liberty looking upward, to 
keep it, and some time I might tell 
her more about it. The following 
evening, after the district attorney 
bad continued two days in argument, 
and the court had taken quite as 
Brjch time to prepare and deliver his 
charge to the jury, and the jury bad 
deliberated for nearly a day, my cli- 
ent was, by their verdict, set at lib- 
erty on each of the sixteen counts of 
the indictment. When I went_liouie 
I fold my daughter, to whom i had 
given the last, coin found, tbe relation 
of th« two dimes to the two cases 
tried/'
